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2.— GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN 
THE  AREA. 


Laboratory  Arrangements. — Bacteriological  examinations 
are  carried  out  by  the  Pathological  Department  of  the  Wigan 
Royal  Infirmary  and  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Preston. 
The  arrangements  are  satisfactory,  a  report  being  received  on 
every  examination. 

Eleven  bacteriological  examination  reports  on  samples  of 
water  were  received  from  the  Wigan  Royal  Infirmary  during  the 
year,  two  of  which  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  One  chemical 
analysis  was  received  from  the  County  Analyst,  which  was  found 
to  be  unsatisfactory. 


3. — SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. — The  year  has  been  marked  by  shortages 
of  water  in  Shevington,  Wrightington  and  Dalton,  relieved  by  the 
temporary  additional  supply  of  colliery  water  which  was 
unsatisfactory  in  quality. 

Work  has,  however,  commenced  on  Part  I  of  the  Council’s 
Water  Supply  Extensions  and  Reconstruction  Scheme  designed 
to  serve  Dalton,  Shevington  and  Wrightington  with  a  new  bulk 
supply  of  upland  surface  water  from  Wigan  County  Borough  and 
which  will  also  make  the  good  the  deficiency  of  Parbold’s  artesian 
borehole  supply. 

Following  completion  of  Part  I  of  the  Scheme,  the  Council 
intend  to  proceed  with  Part  II,  which  will  extend  water  mains  to 
all  areas  which  are  still  without  a  public  supply. 

The  existing  underground  source  of  boreholes  in  Wrightington 
will  be  retained  as  an  emergency  supply  but  the  springs  and 
colliery  supply  are  to  be  abandoned.  The  bulk  supply  from 
Standish  Urban  District  Council  will  be  retained  for  the  village  of 
Crooke  and  the  bulk  supply  to  Anderton’s  Mill  from  Chorley 
Rural  District  Council  discontinued. 

The  complete  Scheme  will  cost  about  £125,000.

The  Council  have  submittted  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  a  Scheme  for  sewering  the  Mossy  Lea  area  of 
the  Parish  of  Wrightington  and  a  Scheme  for  the  sewering  of  the 
Parish  of  Parbold  is  now  in  course  of  preparation. 

With  the  prospect  of  an  adequate  supply  of  improved  quality 
water  throughout  the  District,  the  Council  intend  to  carry  out 
sewering  of  other  areas  when  an  outfall  is  available.

86  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  during  the  year,  compared 
with  8  in  1956. 

No  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year,  com¬ 
pared  with  3  in  1956. 

3  cases  of  Dysentery,  2  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  and 
Erysipelas  and  1  case  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  and  Pneumonia  were 
notified  during  the  year. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  was  no  outbreak  of  Food 
Poisoning  in  the  District  during  the  year. 

Free  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  is  provided  for  any 
pre-school  or  school-child  and  is  performed  at  the  Clinic  by  the 
Assistant  Divisional  Medical  Officers  or  by  the  General  Practitioners 
in  their  Surgeries.  During  1957,  102  pre-school  and  2  school- 
children  completed  a  full  course  of  primary  immunisation  and  in 
addition  15  children  were  given  a  secondary  or  reinforcing 
injection. 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 
DISEASE. — Continued. 

102  pre-school  children  were  immunised  against  Whooping 
Cough  with  Whooping  Cough  Vaccine  only  or  a  combined  (Diph¬ 
theria-Pertussis  or  Diphtheria-Tetanus-Pertussis)  type  of  prophy¬ 
lactic. 

No  preliminary  and  no  post-Schick  tests  were  undertaken. 

During  the  year  81  pre-school  and  177  school-children  were 
immunised  against  Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

The  general  standard  of  cleanliness  and  habits  in  the  District 
remains  high.
